An Orthodox Jew Butcher Sues for Dam- 
aces on Account of a Bercott. 
Jehunda Kallen, an orthodox Hebrew and a 
member of the congregation of Bat-Hamedras- 
Hagodel-Jacob, is suing Abraham Wilkus of the 
same congregation for $5,000 for conspiracy to 
bilacalist Kalles and deprive him of the means 
of earning his living at his profession of ‘* cho- 
choet,” or orthodox Jewisn butcher. Kallen 
says he learned the profession after yeurs of 
study, and was finally given a commission by 
the rabbis to butcher cattle after the man- 
ner prescribed by Moses. Kallen about eleven 
years ago became associated with a “chochoet”’ 
named Barnett, and with him kept a shop at No. 
410 Clark street, where he had an income, he 
says, of 5.000 a year. But in some way he be- 
came involved in a dispute with other members 
of the congregation, and in 1887 a meeting was 
called at the synagogue by Wilkus and others, 
who presented an issue or agreement which 
members were requested to sign. This issue 
was to the effect that none of the mem- 
bers of the congregauon should ever pur- 
chase any meat killed by Kallen, and should re- 
fusé to deal with Barnett as long as he and Kal- 
len were associated in business. The boycott 
was adopted by a vote of 14 to 18 This boycott 
was sent to the orthodox Jews, not only in Chi- 
cago and this country but allover the world.

FRANCIS WALKER’S REPLY TO BELLAMY. 

We print elsewhere in this issue the sub- 
stantial portions of the reply to Mr. Bella- 
my’s love story, Looking Backward,” by 
Gen. Francis A. Walker, the political econo- 
mist and at present the President of the 
Institute of Technology in Boston, Mass. 
We invite the attention not only of our gen- 
eral readers but of those who have been 
touched by the infection of this plausible 
and absurd novel, and who are now organiz- 
ing themselves into societies and have 
changed their name of Socialists into that 
of “Nationalists,” to this scientific dissec- 
tion, confident as we are that the former 
will be interested and that the latter will 
see that there are some weak places in their 
chi nerical scheme as they read the con- 
clusions of a writer who has given some 
serious thought to tne subject. 

The Bellamy scheme requires no change in 
buman nature, by his own statement. This 
great revolution of the present economic 
conditions of the world 1s to be effected in a 
few years by the organization of all te 
citizens into a great industrial army con- 
ducted upon a military basis, the rank and 
file made up of those between 21 and 45, each 
assigned to work by his special qualifications 
and the needs of society.. The disagrecabie 
work is to be regulated by conscription and 
diminishing the number of hours of labor so 
that as many would apply as are necessary 
to meet the demands of the hard, dangerous, 
and unhealthy toil, and vice versa by in- 
creasing the hours of labor for the light and 
agreeable occupations. Mr. Walker disposes 
of this effectually by showing the impossi- 
bility of equalizing the advantages and at- 
tractions of city and country life—-the latter 
demanding the services of halt the popula- 
tion—ana the equal impossibility of prop- 
erly feeding and clothing the community 
when the hours of labor in agriculture are 
reduced to the point where the,farm drudges 
would be willing for the sake of short hours 
to toil in semi-solitude at hard, coarse work. 
Nothing now prevents a stampede of the 
country population into the cities except the 
inability to find employment and the fear of 
starvation. The Bellamyites appear to have 
overlooked this fact, and their teacher has 
devised no way of forcing 25 or 80 millions 
of rural population out of the cities back to 
the land and to their toil. ö 

The Kari Marx and Bellamy scheme is that 
no one man will have more good things than 
ano mer, but, as Mr. Walker points out, he 
does not consider the result that there would 
soon de a diminution of zeal on the part of 
those higher up in producing the good things 
for those lower down in the scale, and 
that as the additions to income could be 
but a few cents a day there would be no 
possible manner of obtaining the luxuries, 
and that as no one is to do any work before 
he is A and after he is 45 there cannot be 
enough and to spare for all. 

Bellamy proposes to govern and officer his 
“industrial army” with those who have 
passed 45, because they will have no other 
interest than to work for the common good 
and will make their designatons without 
favoritism or partisanship,’ but Mr. Walker 
shows conclusively that just the reverse 
would bappen, and that there would soon be 
an army of 5,000,000 idle old men and as 

Y idle old women engaged in the worst 
and most selfish kind of politics, and as all of 
them would be free to live where they 
pleased and draw rations where they lived 
they would flock to Washington to be near 
the source of power and soon turn that city 
into a bedlam. 

With equal force Mr. Walker disposes of 
Bellamy’s gratuitous and silly argument that 
the occupants of his paradise would be actu- 
ated by a sense of duty and desire of ap- 
plause by showing that the great spur to ex- 
ertion 1s want—hunger—and that it is down- 
right madness to assume that disinterested 
motiv2s can ever take the place of selfish 
motives in human society except in the 
breasts of an exceptional few. With keen 
satire he ridicules Bellamy's assumption 
that his scheme is destined to accomplish in 
a Uttle handful of years what Christ’s Gos- 
pei and all the missionaries, martyrs, preach- 
ers, philosophers, and statesmen have been 
unabie todo in nineteen centuries. With 
equally keen logic he shows that there is no 
analogy between war and industry; that 
even if Bellamy’s objects could be attained 
they would be undesirable, since no nations 
have ever become great except through 
struggle; that no distinction of material in- 
volves dishonesty and robbery; and that 
such a leveling down would mean the speedy 
destruction of all social and intellectual 
progress. : 

_ Bo faras he goes Mr. Walker absolutely 
demolishes every positon of Bellamy 
which he attacks, but there are one or two 
points wilich be does not touch aud which 
will bear a littlediscussion. Bellamy asserts 
that it is not necessary to wait for a change 
in human nature or the slow processes of 
evolution in bringing about this socialistic 
reformation. Hegrandiloquently and loftily 
waves aside this point, which is the 
vital one and is the most fatal weakness in 
bis whole bedlamite romance. He takes cor- 
porations as they exist, a great trust like the 
sugar refineries or the Whisky Trust, for 
instance, which has gathered ali existing 
sugar and alcohol individuals and corpora- 
tions into one combine, ana argues that it is 
only necessary to push this pian a little far- 
ther, and by putting every one’s property, 
corporations, individuals, and all, into one 
National trust monopoly run py “the State” 
the problem is solved! Is it? Every stock- 
holder in any existing corporation or trust 
puts in @ portion of his property to help 
make the plant and carry on the business, 
but he does not put his personal liberty or 
his individual freedom into it. He does not 
sacrifice any of his mghts, nor does he con- 
| tribute one dollar of his property beyond 
what he pleases. He retains absolute con- 
trol of bis body, his facuities, his occupauon, 
bis will, his right to do as he pleases, and all 
that the law gives him. He can putin his 
property, or he cun sell it, or bequeata it, or be 
can give it away, and no one else can take it. 
He can go or come whenever he pieases. He 
can work or go idle if he has any capital, 
He retains all his personal liberty and con- 
trol of his actions. These things lie at the 
very root of the problem. What becomes of 
them in Bellamy’s scheme! He coolly ig- 
nores them and dumps the man in with the 
property, without any regard wo his personal 
or property rights, his nature, nis passions, 
his heredity, or any of the human differen- 
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doctrine more roughly than I do, but our pres- 
ent teriff laws are in such a confused and com- 
that those wo do not need or 


articies on which the duties are ex e and 
ought to be reduced, and I am in favor of the 
thorough overhauling of the system.

Is it the intention of these leaders to keep 
the promises which they made and the farm- 
ers believed? Will they cut down a duty 
which is so high that it gives shelter to a 
trust? Will they, without violating the prin- 
ciple of protection, reduce those duties which 
are far above the 47 per cent average and 
are those with which the most fault is found! 
That is what Mr. Butterworth wants to know. 

Mr. Butterworth is right that it will not be 
safe for him or Maj. McKinley to run again 
if they do not do something to seduce the 
taxes on the necessaries of life. The West- 
ern farmers are getting angry. Their com- 
plaints are becoming louder and bitterer. If 
they find that they were deceived in 1888 
they will make it warm for those who de- 
celved them. As most people do when angry 
they will go to extremes, and instead of ask- 
ing for a revision of the tariff will elect men 
pledged to cut it up by the roots. 

Would it not be a good idea for the Repub- 
lican members from this State to talk this 
subject over with Mr. Butterworth and other 
members of his way of thinking? After a 
serious conversation with that long-headed 
individual from Cincinnati they, too, may 
come to the conclusion that something will 
have to be done to redeem preéiection pledges 
if they want to be returned next fall to the 
halls of Congress. 


NATIVE CHILDREN ARE AMERICANS, NOT 
FOREIGNERS. 

Judge Altgeld, in his Forum article, figures 
out that the Union was saved by foreign- 
born citizens, because, as he says, they and 
their children, born in this country, made 
half the population of the Northern States 
in 1860. He counts in the children because 
they, “though native-born, hela the same 
“views, were controlled by the same mo- 
“tives and influences, spoke the same lan- 
“euage, and generally acted with their 
“elders, and for ali practical purposes must 
% be treated as a part of the immigrant pop- 
* ulation.” 

These assertionsareuntrue. The parents of 
1860 did not make their native-born children 
foreigners, nor do those of 1890. It is the 
reverse which is tne case, for the juniors ex- 
ercise vastly more influence on the elders 
than the latter do on them. The native-born 
children of foreign-born residents generally 
go to the public schools. They mmgle with 
the children of native-born Americans. They 
learn their ways, their ideas, and their hab- 
its of thought, their language, and their pro- 
nunciation. Experience has proven that in 
spite of the utmost pains of parents ‘their 
boys and girls, especially the former, will dis- 
use the language of their parents, be it Ger- 
man, Swedish, Norwegian, Bohemian, Polish, 
Italian, or French, and iearn that of this 
country. It may be because it 18 in use all 
around them orisan easier tongue to speak, 
more,likely the former; but they all acquire 
the English tongue and do their thinking, 
reading, and writing in it. 

These children are instructed in American 
and not foreign history. They learn about 
Bunker Hill and Saratoga and Yorktown, 
not how Arminius defeated the Romans cor 
King Brian the Danes. Where they see a 
mention of monarchs and monarchies, cf 
aristocrats and privileged classes, itis al- 
ways unfavorable. Nordo the parents make 
any attempt to tutor their offspring after 
Olid World standards, and if they did it 
would be a failure. Many of the native-born 
descendants of foreigners cannot tell what 
village or district their fathers and mothers 
were born in. 

What is true of the native-born children 
of foreigners is also true of those they bring 
with them as infants. Seven per cent of the 
total arrivala gre of persons under 5 years of 
age. They, too, go to American schools, use 
text-books printed in Engl sh, and learn to 
speak that tongue and thinkinit. There 
are exceptions in the case of children sent to 
parochial schools, where the instruction has 
been in an alien language, but even under 
those unfavorable conditions it has been im- 
possible to make aliens in sentiment out of 
them. 

So far from the parents filling up their 
American children with foreign ideas and 
feelings, it has been the other way. Jack- 
son, and Sheridan, and Arthur—sons of for- 
eigners—were intensely American, as are 
milhons of others, proving the falsity of 
Judge Altgeld’s asseruons, except as to him- 
self, as he appears to have successfully 
resisted Americanization, Every one is 
familiar witn instances where the chiidren as 
they grew up to manhood have carried their 
parents into the current of American life and 
thought, and thus Americanized them, and 
bave thus added to their value as citizens. 


Many foreigners have come over at so ad- 


vanced an age that it has been impossibie for 
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against a party organization which, what- 
ever its faults, never committed that of 
treason to the Union. 


ATOUGH JOB FOR THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 

The Emperor of Germany is young and 
sanguine and anxious to please his subjects. 
He fancies that he has solved the labor ques- 
tion, and can make the German workman 80 
contented with his lot that there will be no 
more strikes or dissatisfaction with the Gov- 
ernment, or voting for socialistic candidates, 
or propagation of Karl Marx’s dreams. The 
Emperor has gone so far as to direct that the 
French, Austrian, English, Belgian, and 
Swiss Ministers shall be asked whether their 
Governments are disposed to come to an in- 
teroational agreement with Germany to meet 
the needs and wishes of workmen as re- 
vealed in recent strikes and labor disputes. 
He hopes to be the author of industrial peace 
in Europe, 

Without waiting to hear from these Powers 
he has begun his labors for the good of his 
own qubjects. 

He specifically directs an extension in the ap- 
plication of the system of workingmen’s insur- 
ance and the opening of an inquiry into all trade 
laws affecting factory labor. The Emperor at. 
firms in the rescript that it is the duty of the 
State to so regulate the duration and the nature 
of labor as to insure the heaith, the morality, 
and the supply of all the economic wants of the 
workingmen and to preserve their claims to 
equality before the law. 

or the promotion of peace between .working- 
men and iremployers legal measures must be 
taken toward the establishment of regulations 
empowering workingmen to appoint dele- 
gates enjo their confidence to repre 
sent them in the settlement of affairs, 
these delegates safeguarding the interests of the 
workingmen whom tney represent in all negotia- 
tions with the employers or with the Govern- 
ment. Such a system would enable the working- 
men to express their wishes and grievances 
peaceably and freely, and would give the au- 
thorities of the States an opportunity to inform 
themselves in a direct way of the condition of 
the working ple, thus keeping in touch with 
all their activities, sentiments, and impulses. 

Referring to the state of things in the mines, 
the Emperor says, owtny to bis anxiety for the 
welfare of the men, he wishes to see the mines 
developed into model establishments. 


Nobody questions the sincerity of the #m- 
peror, but his youthful confidence must bring 
a quiet smile to the lips of Prince Bismarck, 
who, if he ever had such dreams, has long 
outgrown them, He knows—whatthe young 
ruler will know when he is older, has read 
more, and has seen the failure of some of 
his pet projecte—that any attempt to root out 
socialism from the breasts of the German 
artisans by life insurance, or boards of arbi- 
trauon, or model establishments,” or dec- 
larations that the Emperor is graciously 
pleased to love his workingmen will come to 
nothing. There can be no compromise be- 
tween systems which are fundaméntally op- 
posed to one another. Nothing which the 
Emperor can do will satisfy or convert the 
Socialist, who objects to the existence of an 
Emperor or ruler quite as much as that of a 
capitalist or an employer. State socialism 
and the present industrial system can no 
more pull peacefully together than free and 
slave labor could in this country. One of 
the two must have sole rule. 

If the Socialists had their way the Em- 
peror would probably find himself busied in 
cleaning tho streets in [reat of his schloss 
or palace in Berlin, while the men who 
formerly did the work would be high officers 
of “State” and arbiters of the Emperor’s 
destiny, fixing his work and providing for 
giving him his daily rations and his yearly 
issue of clothing. He would find that his 
monotonous life differed but little from that 
of one of his own soldiers, and that there 
would be nochange till he came to be 4, 
when he would be relieved from further 
social duty and allowed to eat as much of 
the bread of idleness as the chiefs of the 
State allowed bim. 5 

Noth that the Emperor can do will 
drive the theories of Karl Marx from the 
heads of German city workmen. They will 
thing he fears them or that he is simply fish- 
ing for votes. In either case they will laugh 
at him. Itwill not be many years before 
this young and ardent ruler who believes it 
is his mission to make his trades union sub- 
jects contented will find that he has tackled 
a harder job than he has any iaea of now 
and that his panacea will not be accepted. 
What sixty centuries have not accomplished 
to make men contented and happy he 
hopes to secure by an imperial rescript. 


THE LAST MOVE OF THE ANARCHISTS, 

The opinion of the best lawyers is that 
the Anarchists Fielden and Schwab have 
gained nothing by the writ of error to the 
Federal Supreme Court allowed them by 
Chief-Justice Shope. Their lawyer contends 
that they should have been present in the 
State Supreme Court when the judgment of 
the trial court was affirmed, and it was de- 
cided that they must hang unless the Gov- 
ernor pardoned them. For this claim there 
is no warrant. It is not the law in this or 
any other State or country, and never bas 
been, that men found guilty and sentenced 
should be present when the Supreme Court 
reviews their case. 

The upper court is one of review and not 
ot trial. It hears no additional witnesses, it 
does not act as a trial jury, and has to deal 
with points of law, not of fact. The case 
could not arise in England because there are 
practicaily no appeals there, and in this coun- 
try no such preposterous claim has ever be- 
fore been made. It is staggering to common 
sense to assume that every time the Supreme 
Court reviews the record of a criminal case 
the defendant has to be taken to Ottawa, 
Springfield, or Mount Vernon from the jail 
of Cook or some other county. 

It is impossible to belleve that the Federal 
Supreme Court will hold that Schwab and 
Fielden have been deprived of liberty with- 
cut due process of law simply because in ac- 
cordance with the uniform practice of a 
century in all the States they remained in 
jail while the Appellate Court passed on the 
record of their cases, The Supreme Court 
Judges will notinject a new and dangerous 
provision into the criminal law of the States, 
for whatever they decide as to Illinois will 
apply to every other Commonwealth. But 
even if they do wnat does it avail the pris- 
soners? They would in that event be taken 
to Ottawa and be resentenced to death, and 
Gov. Fifer if he saw fit could imitate Gov. 
Oglesby and commute their sentence 
or allow them to bang. Their hope is 
doubtless that in such a contingency 
the Governor might be moved to give them a 
term of years. Not long ago a man was sen- 
tenced while out of court, and was subse- 
quently caught and sent to tne penitentiary. 
After he had been there six months the Su- 
preme Court decided that he should have

The 
markets, they say, are already glutted with 
corn, and a greater influx of the article 
is certain to result in further depression in 
prices. While the rate from the Missouri 
River is 20 cents, railroad officials say no 
such price is paid by shippers and ia but few 
instances the railroads receive more than 13 
cents per 100 pounds, because shippers take 
advantage of transit arrangements at Omaha

Caucuses of both parties were held this 
afternoon and the Republican conference 
committee presented a scheme for a divisioa 
of the offices of the House. The plan was to 
divide the offices into two classes, as follows: 
first—Speaker, First Assistant Cierk, 
Engrossing Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms, two 
Assistant Doorkeepers, four pages, Speak- 
er’s clerk and one janitor. Sec- 
ond—Chief Clerk, Second Assistant Clerk, 
Enrolling Clerk, File Clerk, Bill Clerk, Post- 
mistress, Doorkeeper, three Assistant Door- 
keepers, four pages, three paperfolders, one 
janitor. 

It was tacitly agreed that the Republicans 
should have first choice, which would give 
them the right to choose the class headed by 
the Speaker. There are to be fifty-three 
committees and thirty committee clerks, the 
latt er to be divided equally between the two 
parties. Little was said in the Republican 
caucus in regard to the division of the offices, 
but it was apparent that the caucus would 
not object to such a plan. There was consid- 
erable discussion, however, in regard to the 
distribution of the committees, and a change 
of front was made upon the question of the 
control of the committee upon suppression 
of intemperance. May of the strongest 
Prohibitionists argued in favor of com- 
pelling the Democrats either to take that 
committee or refuse it. The idea was 
that nothing of a radical character can be 
done bygthe Assembly as at present consti- 
tuted in the matter of changing the Prohibi- 
mon law. and it is thought best to let the 
Democrats have this committee in order to 
make them show their hands on this sub- 
ject. The feeling in the caucus was that :f 
the Republicans have first choice of the of- 
fices the Democrats would viaim first choice 
of committees, and from the tone of the 
speeches made it was apparent that a ma 
jority of the Republicans would favor con- 
ceding this point to them. It was argued 
that if given first choice the Democrats 
would choose the Committee on Judiciary, 
and if they did so the Republicans could 
take either the Committee on Ways and 
Means or Appropriations and so on down the 
list, each party making a choice alternately. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCOS. 

It was decided by the Republicans to add 
four more members to tneir conference com- 
mittee, and Representatives Chantry, Mo- 
Fariand, Welden, and Townsend were select- 
edasthe additional members, after which 
the caucus adjourned. The Democrats also 
held a caucus this afternoon and discussed 
the situation at some length, but took no ac- 
won other than selecting four additonal 
members of their committee. They selected 
Messrs. Holbrook, Dent, Gardine of Clifton, 
and Ware. The discussion was not favora- 
ble towards a compromise unless they were 
conceded the Speaker. The two conference 
committees as thus increased met after the 
adjournment of the caucuses and held a con- 
ference, but no results were reached and the 
committees adjourned to meet at the Savery 
Hotel tonight. 

This evening the conference committees met 
at the Savery House, but made littie prog- 
ress. The Democratic members now seem 
to have determined to demand the Speaker- 
ship, and will propose to the caucus tomorrow 
to give the Republicans two-thirds of the 
minor offices and choice of first three com- 
mittees, reserving for the Democrats the 


offices. The Republican members of the 
committee say that they believe an agree- 
ment will be reached, but that they propose 
to stick for the Speakership for atime. Itis 
possible, however, that they may in the end 
5 to the Democrats’ proposal as outlined 
above. 

In the House this afternoon three ballots 
were taken, which resulted in a tie vote, and 
the House adjourned until 10:30 a. m. tomor - 


row. 

The Senate has adjourned until next Tues- 
day. The following bills were placed on file: 
By Vale. to compel railway companies to pro- 
vide uniforms for their employés free of cost 
to them; by Gatch, to exempt homesteads to 
the value of $500 from ordinary taxation; by 
Mattoon, providing that the Executive Coun- 
cil, the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
the President of the State University, and 
the President of the State Normal School shall 
constitute a State Board of School-Book Com- 
missioners, said Commissioners to contract 
for school-books for eight years from Sept. 
1, 1890, the party making the contract to 
supply the books to file a bond for $100,000 
the school districts to vote on the question of 
supplying text-books free to pupils or at 
actual cost, and when once having selected a 
series of books it is not to be changed for 
eight years except. by vote of three-fourths 
of the electors of such district. This bili 
will also be introduced in the House by Mr. 

It is practically the same bill that 
was introduced by Senator Finn, only it 
comes from the Democratic side. 


CAIN RETURNS TO THE FOLD, 


The Iowa Labor Leader Announces His 
Adhesion to the Kepublican Party. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Feb. 7.—[Special. |—M. J. 
Cain of Poweshiek County, whe was the 
Union-Labor candidate for Governor in 1887. 
has written a public letter announcing his 
return to the Republican party. Mr. Cain is 
one of the original Greenback leaders of this 
State, having joined that party seventeen 
years ago. He received nearly 15,000 votes 
for Governor in 1887, and has always been 
prominent in the third party. He has al- 
ways opposed fusion with the Democrats, as 
frequently urged by Gen. Weaver and the 
other wing of that party. He admits now 
that the laboringman can hope for no reform 
from the Union-Lavor party, and as the 
fight is between Republicans and Democrats 
he joins his old ailies and will hereafter fight 
under Republican colors.

met with universal approval. They were 
chosen not on account of their political 
affiliations, but by reason of their nigh 
character and business standing in the 
community. It is entirely immaterial 
what the political sentiments of a majority 
of the committee may be; it iss ient 
to know that the members were fairly 
chosen and were tically selected by the 
citizens of New York themselves, and any 
change by the Legisiature would naturally 
be regarded as a reflecuon upon the original 
committee and its proceedings. It is greatly 
to be regretted that the bill in its original 
shape was not promptly by the Legis- 
lature, Every day is important, and it is 
feared with reason that the delay which has 
already occurred may prevent favorabie 
action at Washington.’ 

The Governor gives this warning: It is 
submitted that no good reasons have been 
urged why this addition (the twenty names 
added) should be made. There was no pub- 
lic sentiment demanding a change. It is ex- 
tremely unfortunate that any such question 
should haves risen to disturb the harmony of 
New York’s efforts to secure the Fair and 
endanger their success. I appeal to the 
Legislature to lay aside political con- 
siderauons and to pass the bill as 
it was originally presented. 1 am 
ready promptly to approve the bill, 
provided it shall be presented to me sub- 
stantially as it was agreed upon by the 
Mayor and the citizens’ committee. The best 
men of both parties are demanding daily 
that the bill in its original shape shall be 
enacted at once, ana I appeal to the Legis- 
lature to heed this almost unanimous senti- 
ment and thereby render @ patriotic service 
to every section of this, State and all its citi- 
zens, 


No Meeting at Washington, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.]— 
The World’s Fair Committee of the House 
held no meeting today. Chairman Chandler 
and bis anti-Chicago associates will take no 
chances about having auything ready to lay 
before the House when the rules are adopted 
because New York wants indefinite 
delay. When the code of rules 
comes up for adoption it will be 
in order to move an amendment making the 
World’s Fair legislation privileged, requiring 
that the House shalf proceed at any given 
day in a specified way to select the site or to 
do whatever is thought necessary. In other 
words, the substance of the Hitt resolumon 
may be adopted. The objection made would 
be that the standing rules should not be in- 
cumbered with matters of a temparary nat- 
ure. Bbutasufficient answer is that the World's 
Fair legislation will not be of a temporary 
character, for it is certain that it will be be- 
fore Congress through the remainder of the 
present session, and probabiy also through 
the short session. The Chicago people may 
not deem it expedient to brine the sgbject up 
in this shape, but the fact that can do 
so Will not be without influence. 


TO RECOIN SUBSIDIARY SILVER, 


Mr. Conger Preparing a Bill for Introduce 
tion in the House. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.|— 
Chairman Conger of the House Committee 
on Coinage has introduced a bill authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to cause to be 
recoined, in denominations now authorized, 
all subsidiary coins now on hand or which 
may be received hereafter which are worn, 
mutilated, or otherwise unfit for circulation, 
the loss incident to recoinage of such uncur- 
rent silver coins to be paid “from the gam 
arising trom the coinage of the silver bullion 
into coin of a nominal value exceeding the 
—— thereof, denominated the silver profit 
fund. 3 

Ir explanation of the purpose of this bill 
Mr. Leech, Director of the Mint, says: We 
have sow in the Treasury $22,000,000 in sub- 
sidiary coins, which are carried as unavailu- 
ble assets. Of this amount nearly $19,000,000 
is in half-dollars, for which there is no de- 
mana, and about $400,000 in uncurrent silver, 
being badly mutilated, There is no demand 
for half-dollars and there is no appropriation 
to pay the loss on the coinage of the uncur- 
rent pieces. The appropriation for recoin- 
age for the current fiscal year is 
$30,000, of which $20,000 has been used 
to reimburse the loss on the coin- 
age of $673,000 of subsidiary’ silver 
recoined since July 1. 1889. There is a de- 
mand for quarter-doliara and dimes, and if 
authority can be obtained from Congress to 
recoin the large number of halt-dollars and 
other uncurrent silver coins in the Treasury 
into denominations such as the people want, 
without waiting for annual appropriations to 
pay the necessary loss on account of abra- 
sion, this large unavailable amount in the 
Treasury can be converted into an 
available asset, which can be used in 
the purchase of bonds. It is proposed 
in the bill to allow the loss incident to this 
recoinage to be paid from the profits which 
have been made on the issue of fractional 
silver coins and silver dollars since 1873. It 
would seem eminently proper that the loss 
in the recoinage ot sisver snould be deducted 
from the protits which were originally made 
on this coinage. If the bill should become a 
law it is believed that there will be a ready 
demand for dimes and quarters fully 1 to 
the amount of subsidiary coin now the 
Treasury.“

‘Section 88” property. There 1s also a like- 
lihood that the Sunday, Lake, and Iron Chief 
mines will be sold to the Schiesinger syndic- 
ate as soon as the litigation in which they are 
involved is settled. There is also talk of a 
deal including the Anvil and the Brotherton. 
The Dangler is an undeveloped property and 
is controlled by Cleveland parties, chiefly 
Standard Oil men. It adjoins the Anvil 
mine, and is the only important find 
made on the Gogebic range for a year 
or more. It will be made a shipping 
mine this season, The Germania mine ad- 
joins the Windsor and Little Colby, and isa 
well-developed property. It is owned by 
Hayes Bros. of Ashiand. The Sec. 33 prop- 
erty is regarded as a promising mine. The 
principai owners are Samuel Mitchell of Ne- 
gaunee and the Vaughan estate of Ashland. 
Henry and Edward Niedecken, Joseph Sel- 
lund of Duluth, and M. J. Lutner of Streator, 
III., control the Brotherton, and Gage E. 
Tarbell and Rudolph Nunnemacher are the 
heaviest holders of Anvil stock. There 1s & 
well-defined rumor that the Germania, Dang- 
ler, Sec. 83, Anvil, and Brotherton are to be 
sold ina bunch. They form a valuable group 
of mines, their combined output in 1889 hay- 
ing been 276,806 tons, and if worked to their 
fullest capacity they could be made to pro- 
duce much more than that. : 


SALE OF A THEATER, 

The Grand Opera-House, one of the lead- 
ing English playhouses of Milwaukee, was 
sold today, and after the close of the present 
theatrical season it will be conducted as a 
German theater exclusively for German 
plays. The purchaser 1s Capt. Fred Pabst, 
the brewer, who paid Herman Nunnemacher 
$125,000. The purchase includes tne whole 
Nunnemacher Block, extending from East 
Water to River street, only a portion of the 
building being occupied by the theater. 
theater was originaily built in 1881, but was 
rebuilt in 1883 at a cost of $60,000, the audito- 
rium being lowered from the second to the 
ground floor rand the seating capacity in- 

to 1,260. But few changes will be 
necessary in transforming it into a German 
theater. The Stadt Theater, which has been 
conducted asa German theater, had become 
too small for the patronage. Itis also owned 
by Capt. Pabst, and will be vacated as soon 
as the opera-house is reopened.

If a wire breaks and the ends 
fall to the ground, this apparatus, which is 
placed in the power house near the dynamo, 
instantly grounds the current and stops the 
flow of electricity over the broken wire, 
which might otherwise be a source of great 
danger. Smith’s device was tested at the 
power house of the Badger Illuminating 
company and was found to work well.

FIND THE TARIFF BURDENSOME, 


New England Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
Petition Congress for Relief. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—The 
iron and steel manufacturers of New En- 
gland have prepared a petition for Congress 
asking that their industry begrelieved of 
present tariff burdens. The pith of the peti-

Man- 
chester motive Works, Washburn &

Screw company, and others. Ine petition is 
not a political one. Gov. Ames is a strong 
Republican worker. The managers of the 
Washburn & n Maoufacturmg company 
of Worcester, who represent the largest 
steei-working plant east of the Hudson River 
have been stanch supporters of the Repub- 
lican party and Republican policy for the 
fast twenty or thirty years.

The St. Paul d Omaha Makes a Material 
Reduction in Rates from Sioux City to 
St. Paul and the Cast—Bianchard’s 
Caustic Letter Regarding the Differen~ 
tinl-Rate Question—-A New Bridge Be- 
tween Council Mas and Omaha. 


The freigut war in the Northwest is grow- 
ing more serious from day to day, aud unless 
the rate cutting is soon checked the demorali- 
zu ton is certain to extend to all points in the 
West. The Chicago, St. Paul, neapolis & 

maha yesterday announced a material re- 

uction in rates from Sioux City to St. Paul, 
applicable on Eastern business. The reason 
given for the reductions is that the Sioux 
City & Northern and Great Northern rail 
Way compenies had issued reduced 
tariffs from Sioux City to St. Paul on 
business destined to New York, Boston, Phil 
adelphia, and common points. The Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha (Chicago & 
Northwestern) finds it necessary to meet 
those rates via the “Soo” and Canadian Pa- 
cific. The new rates, which will go in effect 
— are as follows from Sioux City to St. 

aul: 

Merchandise—First-ciass, 55 cents; second, 
40 cents; third, 30 cents; fourth, 25 cents; 
fifth, 20 cents; A, 22 cents; B, 173g cats; C, 
15 cents; D, 124¢ cents, and E, 11 cents. 

Commodities — Hay, car-loads, minimum 
weight 18,000 pounds per car, 12% 
cents; meats, fresh, including dressed 
hogs, 18% cents; packing-house prod- 
ucts, carloads, 18 cents; ore, sil- 
ver, lead, antimony, or copper, agreed 
valuation $100 per net ton, 10 cents; base 
bullion, copper residue, and copper matte, 
pig Or ingot, agreed valuation not exceeding 
$100 per not ton, also lead, car-loads, 12}¢ 
cents; wheat, 20 cents; corn, oats, rye, and 
bariey, 18 cents; fresh meats, dressed beef. 
mutton, hogs, and cured packing-house prod- 
ucts at the owner's risk at tne car-load 
rates on each, when not loaded to minimum, 
charge will be made on the actual weight of 
fresh meats, balance to make up misimum 
charged for at the cured meat rate; poultry, 
dressed, 28 cents; tin scrap, 10 cents; butter 
and eggs, straight or mixed car-ioaas, 20 
cents; ice for refmgerator cars should be 
furnished by shippers; supplied by railroad 
company a charge of 20 cents per 100 pounds 
will be made. 

There can be no doubt that this action on 
tue part of the St. Paul & Omaha apd the 
Sioux City & Northern will lead to a general 
reduction in rates on the same articles from 
the Missouri River to Chicago. As the St. 
Paul & Omaha has an exclusive tariff agree- 
ment with the Union Pacific. via Sioux City, 
the cut rates extend to all points west of the 
Missouri River reached by the Union 
Pacific, and consequently all the Mis- 
souri River roads are affected by 
the cut via St. Paul. If they do not meet 
those rates the bulk of the Western traffic 
will be diverted via St. Paul ana the Canadi- 
an Pacific, and it is hardly probable that they 
will allow this to be done. Tue Lilinois Con- 
tral, which has a direct line from Chicago to 
Sioux City, is more seriously affected by the 
Sioux City cut than any of wwe otner roads, 
and it will no doubt shortly announce corre 
sponding reductions between Sioux City and 
Chicago. 


DIFFERENTIAL PASSENGER FARES. 


Blanchard’. Caustic Letter to General Pas- 
senger Agent Townsend. 

Chairman Blanchard of the Central Traffii 
Association has addressed the following let- 
tor to H. C. Townsend, General Passenger 
Agent of the Missouri Pacific, regarding the 
refusal of the latter to agree to the proposi- 
tion to have the differential rates authorized 
by the Eastern roads insertedin Missouri 
River rate-sheets: 

At a meeting of the General Passenger Agents 
of the Central Traffic Association held here yes- 
terday and today, the use of differentia) rates in 
Western sheets being under consideration. the 
Sr. Louis eastward lines arrived at a unanimous 
adjustment of the matter by agreeing to accept 
the award of the Board of Rulings without 
change, and to use one standard and two differ 
ential fares as basing rates. The basis upon 
which this was.to be done from Kansas City and 
Counsel Bluffs was set forth fully in the 
resolutions inclosed herewith. When the 
subject was presented to che eastbound lines 
from Bloomington, Peoria, and Ohbicagoa they 
passed resolutions expressive of their unanimous 
assent thereto, and the general meeting acted 
for the Central Traffic Association’ and also in 
this behalf as the Passenger Committee of the 
joint committee to the seaboard passed sup- 
plementary resolutions. The St. Lauts reésolu- 
tions were thereupon signed individually by every 
General — 1 Agent eastwardly from St. 
Louis exeept- Mr. Chariton, who subsequently 
gave his verbal assent in the general meeting, 
1 the Clover Leaf Line, which had no mterest 

* 

All this action was as conclusive as possible to 
obtain and was taken in accordance with the 
stipulations made by you at the joint meeting of 
Dec, 12, 1889, your letter tome ot a day or two 
following sent to me at New York, and your ex- 
plicit telegram of Jan. 6, 1890, saying there was 
no change of view. 5 

When our resolutions came up in the meeting 
of Western General Passenger Agents here to- 
day, and at which every imterest involved was 
represented, your representative alone voted in 
the negative and the Chairman declared the mo- 
tion lost. Is this to conclude the matter, in your 
judgment, and, if not, what are K sugges- 
tions? Will you also kindly reconcile this with 
ae minority report, your letter sent me at New 

ork, and your telegram of Jan. 6, upon which 
we have heretofore faithfully relied? 

I also point out to you that ths effect of your 
action is not to make your rates alone, which we 
leave undisturbed at their full amounts, but to 
make our rates instead east of the Mississippi 
River, and that, while we have cordiaily conced- 
ed your right to require the unanimous assent ot 
our roads, your adverse vote is equivalent to say- 
ing you will make our rates, not only regardless 
of our assent, but-in spite of our protests and 
despite your own former assurances above quot- 
ed ana your votes in meetings. 

I cannot believe that your representative in 
the meeting was aware of your views in this re- 
spect. 

The general passenger representatives of the 
four contract lines east from St, Louis and Mr. 
Grammer of the Louisville route are all in my 
office asI dictate this letter, They concur in its 
gtatements and spirit, and each and all 
desire me to say that whatever differences 
of judgment they dave heretofore held 
upon this question were entirely merged and 
ended in the paper which they jointly signed and 
submitted to the Western Passenger Agents to- 
day. They now authorize me to re&xpress the 
desire that that communication shall be consid- 
ered unanimous, cordial, and final in this re- 
spect, and without reservation. 

Under these circumstances is it your intent to 
deny our roads that recognition to their requests 
as to rates eastwardly from St. Louis which you 
would expect under the same circumstances 
1 you stipulated and which has been ob- 

In 1 this letter General Passenger 
Agent Townsend states that he stands by 
the position taken dy his representative at 
the Chicago meeting and declines to assent 
to the insertion of the Eastern differentiais 
in the Missouri River rate sheets. As long 
as he continues to hold to this position the 
new rates cannot be put in effect.

RATES ON CORN PRODUCTS. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
Kenders an Important Decision. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Feb. 7.— Tue Inter- 
State Commerce Commission rendered a de- 
cision today in the case of Harvey Bates and 
H. Bates Jr., owners of the Indianapolis 
Hominy miils, against the Pennsylvania 
railroad company, the Pennsylvania com- 
pany, and the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, in 
favor of the complainants. This case in- 
volyes the question of whetkera difference 
in the rates on corn end corn products from 
Indianapolis east to the seaboard is legal, 
and the commission decides as follows:

When an existing classification and rate are 


shown to operate injuriously to the carriers 
from a given point or to give undue advantage to 
shippers, a change is not justifiable that mute- 
rially injures an important industrz and a clase 
of shippers at that point who have there built up 
the fhdustry in reliance upon a continuation of 
the previous classification and rate first estab- 
lished and long maintained Dy the carriers them- 
selves without complaint from any quarter. 
Such change in classification and rate would sub- 
— the persons engaged in the industry and the 

ocality and the particular o to unreasona- 
ble disadvantage within the prohibition of Sec. 3 
of the act to reguiate commerce. 

A discrimination between the rates on corn and 
its direct products from a given locality, result- 
ing from a reduction of the rate on corn below 
the rate on ite direct products, which subjected 
persons in that locality engaged in the business 
of manufacturing corn into its direct products 
and of selling the same, to unreasonable prejudice 
or disadvantage, and was without necessity or 
advantage to the carrier, or any reason founded 
on the character or condition of the traffic, is held 
to be in violation of Seo. 3 of the act to regulate 
commerce, notwithstanding the new rate on corn 
was open to ail persons equally and with equal 
service. 

When carriers other than the respondents of 
record are committing the same violations of the 
act to regulate commerce as the respondents, an 
order may issue against the respondents and the 
case be held for the purpose of bringing such 
other carriers into the case to be 238 
against unless they comply with the order.

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Association. Idea and Its Development 
into Financial Institutions of National 
Breadth—The Way the Conception Has 
‘Widened Until the Problem of How to 
Save the People’s Earnings Seems to Be 


Americans are learning to save. The 
American workingman is tak to himself 
some of the ideas that the people of France 
long ago establisned as cardinal principles of 
advancement in hfe, He is getting over be- 
ing blinded by the blaze of suddenly ac- 
quired fortunes created by lucky speculative 
turns, and is coming to see that it is only 
necessary ta labor with diligence and save 
with juagment in order that he may in. time 
have a competency. But the last require- 
ment is even more difficult than the first. 
Any one can labor with diligence. It needs 
a high ability to save with judgment. 

A choice subject with political reformers 
has long been this one of the savings of the 
people. It was easy to figure out the finan- 
cial independence of a nation if the people 
could only be got to save with judgment. 
The trouble has been to get them to save. at 
all. A foundation of wrecked savings banks 
has not been a good foundation upon which 
to build habits of national  thrifti- 
ness. Postal savings banks under 
they cHarge of the Government was 
a popular idea that never could be practically 
worked out. The thrift of the people has 
not been greatly encouraged by offering 
them means to save with safety. 

Life insurance has some of the elements of 
a popular savings institution, as it has of 
late years developed along the line of endow- 
ment policies. Even so inadequate a system 
of caring for the savings of the people has 
prospered and grown to proportions that are 
marvelous. This pian of saving has come to 
be among the greatest financial institutions 
of the country, even in spite of the meager 
return in the way of interest which tne in- 
vestor is able to obtain. When the people 
of this country pax. 5150, 000. 000 each year to 
insurance companies, as they now do, it 
shows a disposition to save against a rainy 
day, which becomes a greatefactor.in the 
country’s financial situation. But whe a 
man who is disposed to save is confronted 
by the proposition that he myst die to get 
his money back or that at best he must wait 
perhaps a half a century for it, the effect 
is not stimulating to his disposition to econo- 
mize. 

“ A place for the people to save their earn- 
ings, a piace that offered absolute safety, an 
adequate return for the use of the money, 
and an investment that might be converted 
inte cash at any time bas n something 
that the whole country, from the economic 
theorist to the hodcarrier, has longingly 
looked for,” said an officer in a building and 
loan association. The conception of the 
building and loan association idea seemed to 
have more nearly solved the problem than 
anything that bad ever come before. It of- 
fered the safety. It gave an adequate 
return for the use of the invested capital. 
It only lacked the requisite provision for 
speedily converting into cash at any time the 
savings that had gradually accumulated. 

“The scheme was unprecedentedly suc- 
cessful. The general proposition of the sate- 
ty of this form of investment has been dem- 
onstrated by the record of a smaller percent- 
age of loss than eyer attended any equally 
extensive financi operations. But the 
points wherein the plan was iacking made 
themstives manifest and acted as spurs to 
urgeon the evolution of other and better 


plans. The result of this evolution has been 


the organizataon of National building, loan, 
and investment associations. In the devel- 
opment of this broader idea there is given 
promise of a National means of economy and 
thriftiness which may mean the establishing 
of a financial strength for the country Which 
shall be near perfection. 


As is natural, Chi ‘leads in this move- 


ment. The eer rom which spran 
200 successful building and loan — 
ciations ought to fertile enough to 
bring to fruit the dest branches of 
this system. There could be no better head- 
quarters for such National organizayons 
than Ch with the unnumbered 
earning small capitalists of the East on one 
band and tne developing West with its need 
of funds and its absolute security to offer in 
return for themon the other. natu 

it is here that this idea is developing into its 
fuilest usefulness. Just what these National 
organizations propose to do and are doing 1s 
of much interest in view of the immense 
business they have so suddenly 2 
and the much greater development is 
promised.“ 

The pian on which these extensive a- 
tions are being carried on and the soundness 
of the underlying principles are interesting. 
One of these National associations is the 
American Building, Loan, and Investment 
Society, which carries on its operations in 
connection with the American Trust and 
Savings Bank acting as trustee. This com- 
pany has just completed its first year’s ex- 
istence. having been organized Feb. 1, 1889. 
The society is now occupying an entire floor 
in the towering Owings Building.

A STEP IN BIMETALLISM, 


Four Millions of One-Pound Silver Notes 
A Bast of Coin, Not of Bullion. 
[New York Times Uablegram.} 

Lonpon, Feb. 6.— Information has come to 
me within we last few days from four inde- 
pendeat sources confirming the original 
statement in these dispatches that Englana 
was about to take the first steps in bimetai- 
lism. Four millions sterling of £1 silver notes 
bave been or are being printed, and, as one 
of my informants puts it, these do not follow 
Mr. Windom’s idea of being based on bullion, 
but rest on the more intelligible founda- 
tion of minted coin. The Government will 
make a profit by this of nearly 35 per cent, 
certainly amounting to over £1,000,000 ster- 
ling. L 

The prevailing impression is that Mr.

ural defects not found in any of Howells’ 
work. There is a tendency (especially in 
the earlier chapters) to moralizing and 
treatise- writing, which is just what one would 
expect to find in & great essayist’s first 
reomance—and not in his future efforts in the 
game li ae. 

Both these great novels from these broth- 
ers in hterature are instinct with tne cruel- 
ties, the meanpesses, the basenesses, and the 
imminent social dangers attendant upon our 
sudden entrance inte unimaginable prosper- 
ity, and the resulting immeasurabie greed. 

Provably many readers, to find a novel 
which pleased them more than this does, 
would pitch upon one of Howells’ earlier 
books; “Silas Lapham,” for example. 
Bat the novel Nen Fortunes,” with all 
the wit, keenness, and pungency of Silas 
Lapham,” cuts deep into the vital quesuons 
of society. whereas the oiner (like most of 
Mr. Howells’ books) touched lightiy ana 


any wagee-worker in the land. 
the agriculturists; men who cannot strike 
except upon the ground; who cannot combine 
except with the unstable elements of sun and 
rain and frost; to whom an eight-hour * 
seems au absurdity; whom all theories and 
tion can only interfere with to hinder, 
not to help, We city-dwellers, Howells as 
well as the rest, see and hear things close by 
and around us in such exaggerated perspect- 
ive that we take a part, and asmall part at 
that, to be the whole mass of laber in the 
broad land. 

Howells tor the first time makes use 
of dialect—German-English and utherna- 
American—and does it boldly and well. His 
own English is, of course, admirable. His 
French is algo good—we may suppose that 
where he says toute suite“ for “tout de 
suite” ne means his character to make the 
error.

The additional 
notes and the indexes at the end of the book 
contribute to its high value. (New York:

“The Permanent Elements of Religion,” 
by W. Boyd Carpenter, D. D., D. G. L., 
Bishop of Ripon, Engiand, contains the 
Bampton Lectures for 1887.

PURE WATER FOR THE MILLION. 


One of the Most Useful of Recent Inven- 
tions. 

New York Sun; Among the most useful 
of recent inventionsis a new process of evap- 
oration by the aid of which perfectly pure 
distilled water may be brought within the 
reach of every one at a reasonable cost. This 
process is also applicable to the condensation 
of ail sorts of solutions, and is known by the 
name of its inventor, Mr. H. T. Yaryan of 
Toledo, a chemist who first came into public 
notice as an expert on distillation in the sery- 
ice of the Government during the prosecu- 
tion of the whisky ring by Secretary Bris- 
tow. 

Before this invention evaporation in the 
arts was conducted in the direct application 
of heat to the vessel containing tne fluid 
to be treated, as in the case of an ordinary 
steam boiler, where the water surrounds the 
tubes and the heat is carried through the 
latter. Briefly stated the Yaryan process is 
just the reverse. ihe fiuid to be heated is 
fed through the tubes, while the heatis ap- 
plied around them dy the agency of live 
steam generated in the ujual manner. These 
tubes are arranged in a series of three, four, 
five, or six, or eveo eight cylinders connect- 
ed with eaca other, through which the fluid 
circulates, surrounded, as above indicated, 
by the live steam, which gives up neariy ali 
its heat before it is permitted to escape. The 
details of the machinery are simple, tne 
tubes and condensation chambers are easily 
flushed and cleaned oy live steam, and the 
work done by each set is called an effect.“ 

Taus a battery of three cylinders producesa 
tripie effect, one of five a quintuple effect, 
and so on, The machinery for a quintuple 
effect involving five cylinders, and the neces- 
sary tubing, of sourse, ost more than for a 
quadruple or triple effect, but it utilizes more 
or. in other words, requires less fuel and is 
correspondingly economical, In the extrac 
tion of water from cane juice, glucose, brin 
or any other chemical solution, or trom wo 
pulp, or in collecting oi! from wool washings, 
the new process has proved itself to be much 
more economical than any other known; and 
although it has been in use less than three

This papyrus illustrates a phenome- 
oally early variauon from the rule of succes- 
sien. According to ancient usage it would 
have deen supposed that the principle of in- 
heritance, which was a fundamental part ot 
the patriarchal system, would have insured 
the succession of the sons to the very prop- 
erty which is by this settlement given to 
their mother for life; so that the whole 
history of the family becomes unsettled by 
this bold departure from what has beep 
believed to immemonal custom. Even 
in the early days of modern jurisprudence 
wills were rarely allowed to dispose absolute 
ly of a dead man’s assets. And yet here we 
have an instrument which seems to indicate 
the possession of an absolute power of dispo- 
sition over property of ail kinds, including 
lands and houses, recognized both in theory 
and practice nearly 5.000 years ago. 

“The survival of a will executed, as al- 
leged, before the time of Abraham overturns, 
of course, the notion, which bas hitherto 
been accepted unconditionally, that the night 
of inheritance or descent was allowed much 
eurlier than the ment of devising by testa- 
ment.

A well-authenticated case is on 
record where me plague, which we have sow 
hardly any reason to doubt is caused by a 
bacilius, broke out in a towa in Germany 200 
years after the last plague had beeo there— 
and while no cases of piague were within 
1,000 muies—after thetearing dowd of an olu 
house, in the masooryof which a mummy was 
tonad that bad been cemented in, From rec 
ords it was evidently the corpse of a person 
who had died 200 ra ago of the ue. 
This shows the wonderful tenacity of these 
microves. The waole medical science has 
been revolutionized by their disvovery. 

It nas been found that the germ of cholera 
will grow on every, article of food that is 
exposed to draughts of air, however light, 
from the commodes and the privy. In dys- 
entery proper the bacillus spreads through 
drinking water polluted with sewage; the 
same is the case with typnoid-fever. 

Uncleanliness is now much better under- 
stood as being the factor in spreading dis- 
eases. Virchow examined the uaiis of schoo!
